The information disclosure statements (IDSs) filed 22 

November, 2009, and 14 October, 2009, have been placed in the 

application file and the information referred to therein has 
been considered. 



The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance: The prior art cited in the IDSs neither teaches nor 
fairly suggests isolated virus-like particles (VLPs) comprising 
an enveloped virus core and heterologous membrane spanning 
protein. Although baculoviral transfer vectors were prepared 
encoding heterologous multiple membrane spanning proteins (e.g., 
HCMV UL33 or choriogonadotropin receptor) and employed in the 
expression of these proteins in insect cells, none of the 
references teaches that VLPs containing these proteins were 
purified and characterized to any extent. Accordingly, the 
claims are unobvious in view of the prior art. The amended 
claims accurately define the applicants' invention and are of
